ologist, and Egyptologist "to stop them. 
He dues: not expliin his position with 
regard to-manes, whether with his evident 
Western learning he bas rotaired the popular 
Chinese beliefs in the potency for good or evil 
of ancestral spirits, or not, With such beliefs, 
it would, be more easy to understand his 
letter, aud to sympathise with the distress 
these “acts of vandulisin” appear to have 
oveusioned, . He seems ta have based his 
protest, however, on thé one assumption 
that the relies yemoved will cuifer by 
removal.“ Dhese priceless relies of ancient 
civilization,” he writes, “and incontestable 
provfs of the history of mankind and ‘the 
‘civilization of the world, will, in the course 
of.tima, ke aither burnt, last, or destroved, 
They would then be beyond recovery, and 
what a‘ loss this would Le to’ the world. 
Thousands of years heace, History, which 
is now incontrovertible and proved beyond 
a doubt, would be regarddéd as a myth.” 
It is something difficult to revoneile the 
foregoing quetation with his subseqaent. 
remark that’ “it iga shame to open these 
ancieut sepulchres and distribute their con- 
tents amongst the different. museums of the 
world.” ‘Yor if these “ incontrovertible 
ptoots, of History” are to remain buried 
underground, the ‘loss te the world ” 


would not be appreciably reluced. ‘This ia, | 


however, not. the. only inconsistency of this 
very interesting letter. Mr. T's TsAn. TAY 
almost immediately, forgats that ne. bas 
written of “these priceless relics,” or he 
surely: would not: .add.° “This morbid 
craving for archiological collections is 
contrary to tho high ideals of civilization, 
and should be checked before it is: Loo late.” 
Perbaps he had sone notion of this after 
all, for he procecds’ to explain’ that “ in 
order to add to our knowledge of the Earth 
‘and its history, archwological excavations 
should he encouraged. but the relics 
which are brought to light- should not on 
any account be removed. They should be 
treasured ina be" “ing to be built on the 
spot.” He anticiputes objections to this, 
nud concedes that they may be “ temporarily 
renjoved to a place of safe keeping. . . till 
it is eufe to restore’ them to the place 
of their origin.” ‘This savours strongly of 
the feeling’ Which is responsible for the 
return, dead or alive, of the Chinese emi- 
grant; ‘nnd os other references made by the 
writer with regard to the work ‘of the 
arcliceologists include “ desecration,” “ res- 
pect for the graves of dend nations,” and 
* robbery of tomba,” we may fairly suppose 
that his regard is less for education than 
for superstition; and (it might be added) 
moro concerned with hysteria than History.

Wilkinson and 
Grist), ippecred for plaintiff, Mr, H. W. 
‘Looker (of Mossrs. Deacon, Looker and Deacon), 
forthe defendants. His Lordship said: 

Tn this action the plaintiff segks to recover the 
sum of #200 for damages sustained by him ina 
collision alleged to have beeu cuused by the negli- 
gence of tho servants of the defendant company. 
About 3 p.m. ou the 6th Oct. last the plaintiff 
was riding in a ricksha alony the public road 
running in front of the defendants’ ,odowns at 
Kowloon: between the west corner of Elgin 
Road aud the terminal wharf of the Star Forry 
Co, Li, A short distance in front of the ricksha, 
waa JLiout. Macdonald; R.G.A., on a bicycle 
When the ricksha was apposite wharf No. 2, 
bolonging to tho defendant Company, 1 collision 
oveurred botwoon thoricksha and a track worked 
by somo sorvants of the defendant’ Company. 


thrown ont of the ricksha, and snffered damage 
to his olothing and porson, Though the 
evidence was conflicting, the following facts are

was the injury to-person and: raiment incurred 
by the plaintiff. eds : 

The next question concerns the negligence of 
the plaintiff himself. In my judgment no negli- 
gence oon be traced to him. Then, was the 
ricksha-paller negligent?’ Ido not say that he 
could not have averted tho collision; in the 
opinion of the plaintiff ond his brother officer, 
the puller: did all that could have boon done 
undor tha ciroumstances.. They were eyowit- 
nesses and could form o fair estimate of the 
exigencies of tho ‘sitaation. ‘The position of 
tho puller seems therefore.to-have been that ofa 
person.who, on the, spur of the moment, had to 
wake’ up his mind how. to evade » suddenly

uetions and thereby occasions mischief, 
Lord Herschel therefore lays down the general 
proposition of law that tho relation between 
the passenger in a public vehicle and tho 
driver of it is nit the relation of master and 
servant or employer and agent, but this general 
proposition appears to he restricted by Lord 
Watson to tho case where the passenger 
does not assume control over the driver's 
action so, us thereby* to oecusion mischief.. 
In the present easy, the rick sha hired by the 
plaintitt was not a private ricksha, but a public 
vehicle within the definition of section 2 of: 
Ordinunce' No. 8 of 1887, whore public vehicle 
is defined té moan any chair, carriage, 
jenricksha or other vohicle of any kind which | 
plies for hiro in the streots fox the curriago of 
pussoigers, Moreover, the plaintiff, beyond 
properly ordering the pullor’ of the ricksha 
to go slowly and direcling ‘him whither to 
take him, did not assume any control over, his’ 
actions whereby . mischiof was occasioned. 
The plaintiff therefore seenia clearly to come 
within the general proposition laid down by 
Lord Herschel! és modified by Lord Watson. 
So that even if Iam incorrect in holding that 
there ‘was no contributory negligence on the 
part of the ‘rioksha puller nevertheless’ the 
plaintiff must succeed against the defendaut 
Company whose servants were guilty. of 
negligence, because the piaintiff, being guiltless 
of negligence, assumed no such control over the 
ricksha puller as ocensioned. the mischief 
and is not therefore responsible for the 
negligence of the ricksha puller, In 
perusing Ordinanoa No. 7 of 1897 by which

the Gazette hae not published any Order-in- 
Council oxtendiag the term of such riguts be- 
yond tho 22nd, duy of September, 1904. ‘This 
opens up a nico question as to the legality of 
the acts of the defendant. Company in moving 
trucks on the said tramway alter the 22nd day 
of September, 1904. I merely advert to tiis, 
state of affairs, but do not base my judg- 
ment. upon it, beeauso the point was not 
-noticed during the course of the action. 
‘As regards the damages to be awarded to the 
pleintiff, I fix the sum at $100. There will 
therefore be judgment for plaintiff for $100,

the Fur East, and had‘a wide cirele of nequain: 
tances among English military men everywhore. 
He gorved a full cruise in the historic old 
Monocacy, ‘during the ‘seventies, and was 
wrdéoked in the gunboat Ashuelof, on the 


Lammock Rocks, ontside of Amoy, in ) 884, 


Since his retiremeut,’ in 1898, Paymaster 


Whitehonso had rosided almost continuously in’ 


Burops, mostly in Switzerland, where his wife 
wos buried in 1997, “His nieve, Lady’ Ramsay, 
a daughter of William Fitzhugh Whitehouse. 
of Kent, England,-and her husband, were 
with him when the ond came, after & brief 
ness. Threo brothors. survive him, “one 
of whom is Cope’ Whitehouse, the celebrate! 
Egyptologist. Paymuastor Whitehouss, born 
sixty-three years ago in New York City, was # 
graduate of Columbia College, and o member 
of an ancient and. wealthy “Anglo-American 
fauily, being a son of Bishop Bénry Jobn 
Whitehonse, one of the. most Jearmmed and bril- 
liant prelatos of ‘the Episcopal Charch in 
‘America, who received honorary degress from 
Oxford and Cambridge Universities, and. was 


the’ intimate friend, for many yours, of tho 


vreat English Churchman, Dr. Arthur. Pen- 
rbyn Stanley, the good and gentle Doan uf 
Westminster. 

Paymaster Whitchouse entered the Navy a3 
an acting assistant paymaster in December 
1862, and wos assigned to duty in the river 
jronclad Choctaw, in whieh vessel ho.cxperi- 
enced much hard service and saw o deal of 
fighting, in tho backwaters of the Mississippi 
River, during the Civil War, Portor’s “ Gun- 
pont Squadron,” as it was called, was coustantly 
employed “driving. the enomy'’ from the 
panks of the Yuzoo and Red Rivers ; and in 
those fierce oncounter's; which largely prevented 


‘the. concontration of Confoicrate troops in 


those localities, and hindered them crossing the 
secluded waterways of Louisiana, the Choclaw, 
commanded by Lieutenant (now Rear-Admiral)

The second defendant, ina statement to the 
Court, said tho lottery,had nothing to do with 
tho shop. He brought the tickets down from 
Canton for some friends who wanted to buy them.

INTERVIEW WITH BISHOP CASSELLS, 

The Church Family Newspaper publishes an 
interview with Dr. Cassels, ‘Bishop of West, 
China, whe is in England now, and who has 
received lotters giving some particulars of the 
recent murders of Belsian Roman Catholics (a 
bishop and two priosts), The murders took, 
place at Li‘chwan, in the province of Sze-chuan, 
which ts in Bishop Cassalls' diocusé. The 
hshop said that unfortunately the Roman 
Catholics had alleged and appeared to believe 
that tha murders were commit.ed or instigated 
by the Protestant native converts, That was 
not true, there were no Protestant convorts in 
the district in question, but the suspicion had 
caused grout onxicty anong the missionaries 
and greatly hindered their work. A numbor of 


] native converts, who livas long way from the 


district in which the bishup and priasia were 
murdered; live’ “been uccased and” arvested, 
“The fact. is,” the bishop added, the Roman 
Catholics did not wish-us to go'into that district 
at all, but we have received many invitations 
to do so, und undoubtedly there are natives 
there friendly to us* A good deal of mischief 
was done by one of the local officials issuing a 
proclamation. in which he begun by saying 
that, “Having heard that Protestant couverts 
had murdered some Roman Catholic mission- 
aries he was making inquiries into: the offair,”” 
ov something to that otfect. The Rev. C, H. 
Parsons, the C/M.S. missionary, neur to whosa 


.| district the murders have takon place, and who 


has had great difficulty in allaying tho fears of 
his converts and udherents, apposled to a sup- 
exior native official and the proclamation was 
amended. The Governor-General of Szechuan, 
the capable and enlightened Viceroy Chang- 
Chih Tung, is now investigating tho affair, und 
just ce will he dotie.” eee 2 
Asked ag to tne probable cause of the mur- 
ders, Dr. Cassells said: These districts have 
deon a good deal disturbed lately owing to a 
severe drought. I heard that the Roman 
Catholics had beeu vory active in distributing 
relief rico to sufferers from the effects of the 
drought and at these rica distributions quarrels 
often ariao., The drought has beon felt in many 
parts of the provinces, and in some districts whare 
wwe are established there have been disturbances’ 
and serious disquiet. Answering the question a3 
to whether the natives put the drought down to 
the Christians, Dr, Cassells remarked : Thoy do 
notknow how.to account for it, and they attribute 
it to every imaginablo. cause. The mundarins 
havo to pandex to tho popular superstitions and 
make special offerings to the gods, &e,, but they 
have no belief in’ the efficacy of such proceed- 
ings, ‘Ihe poople are convinced ‘that somehow 
somebody has caused the drought and thay try 
I vemember a case in 
which tliexe was wu proloued dronght. Someone 
told the poople it was because a certain pagoda 
was too high. to to counteract the ilLeffect of 
this too lengthy pagoda they dug o deep hole in 
the neighbourhood. Sometimes tha Mandarins 
will tell thom that it thoy will dig for a certain 
time near the river, water will come. ‘The people 
dog und dug'and with no result, and then the 
Mandaring-had to thik of something els». Of 


course there is always-u chance that the rain 
will come while these remedies are being tried. 


The Mundaring often fetch the gods of the 


temples and leave them to frizzle in the san to 


800 how they like the hot weathor untelioved by 


rain, They also bring the idols out and lot 
them soak when there is too much rain. 


In the, 
present or recent drought in our districts the 
Christians were charged with emptying the 
idols, You must know thst when an image is 
made it does not become a god until some things 
have been put inside it. "What they put in I 
do not know. Porhaps they mean to put o 
heart into it, Anyway, the imares in tho 
tewple contain article- inside them the presence 
of which, tovether with the cutting of eyes on 
the face. makes them inte peda: It was stated 
that the Christians had been taking these 
things awny, and as a result the gods hed 
deserted the temples and the district,” “Lhe 
people were bidden to examine the images, ond 


sure enough it was found that in som) cases the | 


things had been removed, no doubt by enemies 
of the cause who wished to canse u disturbance, 
It was an anxious time. for the nativey became 
very threatening. Happily, rain camé ot that 
juncture, and tha people were soon happy again 
aud forgot their troubles. Tho bishop added 
that the present trouble ‘evex the murdered” 
Roman Catholics came. at a time when the 
prospects were remarkably good. . In many parts 
of China there has sinse the Boxer trouble been 
a new movement towards Christianity. The 
people.are rending the Christian literature and 
inquiring for the missionaries. The movement

GERMAN ACTION IN-PEKING.

Thers was no formal protest, but 
‘since then, by insidions influeheas, thé’ Germat 
Legation has led the Chinese.to fear that, should 
Chini ratify the treaty os it stends, Germany 
might demand similar prescriptive rights in the 
provinee of Shantung. Although no such thrent 
Was conveyel direct to them by the German 
Legation, the Chineso have ‘ xeosived this 
jmnpressioh, and uow fear that similar 
demands might ba mado by France in Yunnan 
and, curiously onoughicby Japan in Fokien. 


The Russian and French ‘Legations have’ 


also boon counselling China to withhold, her 
consent from the treaty. The Gorman Minister 
is especially aotivo, and has been endeavouring, 
with soma success, to infltence even the Iteliun 


{and American Ministors against the treaty. As 


a rosult of all this opposition, China, who has’ 
throughout the. expedition acted correctly. in 
supporting British action,. and who, if un- 
fettered, would gladly: authorize the Amban 
to sign the treaty, finds herself in this predion. ' 
ment, that by withholding hot assent sho. doos 
not annul the treaty, while-by giviog her assent 
she prochima her sovereignty, for sho knows 
that it way y g#Yraceful. concession t< her that she 
should bo. asked to give her approvat to the 
treaty at all, , 

The activity of the German Legation is puroly 
mischievous, for the Power that in deference to 
the wishes of Rnssin affirmed on March 15, - 
901, that Manchuria was oxempt trom the 
provisions of the’ Anglo.Gorman Agreoment 
and that Germany had no interests in Manchuria 
worth mentioning aud, regurded its future wi h 
the utmost indifforonce, can have no conceivable 
interest whatever in Tibet except te-endeavour 
to embarrass, England and make mischiof 
hetiveon her and Rassin. ” 

China has now appointed Tang Shaoyi, on 
enlighteusd. Cantonese official, a graduate of 
Yale, special Impvcial Commissioner at Lhasa. 
Ho will, provided the Indian Government 
consents to roceive lim, proceed to Calcutta 
und there confer with the Vicoroy in tho hope 
of obtaining some modification of the trosty 
that would save Chinn's faco, and thon after 
the winter would continue his mission to 
Lhasa, where he may supplant the present 
Ambau, Tang Shaoyi was for yeurs the right- 
hand man both'in Korea and China of the 
Viceroy Yuan Shih-kai, and no one knows 
better than this oble min how shadowy is the 
powor of China in Tibat. 

Germany loses no opportunity of attacking 
the British position in China, and just as she 
was able to conse an alteration in the terms of 
the Auglo-Chinese convention regarding the 
shipment of coolies to South Africa in British 
bottoms, so she intends to. make capi al out of 
any modification in the terms of the Tibetan 
tresty which tho British Government may 
agree to. It is hoped hore that the action of 
the British’ Government will. defeat this 
purpose. .
